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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application is held to be in condition for allowance inasmuch as the closest prior art, 
Gilbert, Jr., US 3,052,517, teaches away from applicants' invention, disclosing 
temperatures in the range of 0 and 30 degrees Celsius may be used in a similar 
process. Low temperatures are used to prevent side reactions. By carrying out 
applicants' process using their reaction conditions, generally higher yields and much 
greater purity is obtained.
